It 
was subsequently found by the Receiver of the 
bank that the bank held legal offsets against 
the check of the Assistant Treasurer, and 
that there was really nothing due upon the 
large check held by the Government, bat in 
the meantime the 
bank had been covered into the Treasury. 
Subsequently. the Government, by su 

me a creditor of the 

a large amount, aud the 

Receiver has, since 1 persistently de- 
clined, under the best | advice, to pay to 
the Government subsequent dividends 
amounting to about $65,000 upon this claim, 
unless the $94,000 erreneously paid the Gov- 
ernment be allowed in its settlement, This 
allowancé has been persistently refused and 
been the subject of coutroversy in the de- 
partment for more than six years, thus de- 
laying final settlemert of the affairs of the 
bank. The present Secretary of. the Treas- 
ury, after a careful review of the pa- 
pers in the case, reversed the previous de- 
cisions and decided in favor the Con- 
troller, and upon his recommendation | the 
appropriation was made by the last Congress 
of $28,178 as the balance due from the Gov- 
ernment to the.

Insurance Bates in Cincinnati Will Be 
Advanced Uniess the Fire Department 
Is Rendered Efficient. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune - 
CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 25.—A conférence 
was held today between the Fire Commis- 


sioners and: underwriters in regard to the | 


needs of the fire department, It was stated 
by the Fire-Marshal that a large amount of 
the hose in use by the department has become 
rotten from long service, and that about 40. 
000 feet of new hose, which will eost $1 a 
foot, must be provided before the depart- 
ment will be in condition to put down a seri- 
ous conflagration. The Fire Commissioners 
have no money to buy this hose with, and will 
have none for six months to come, and they 
are forbidden by law to contract debts. In 
view of the increased danger to property by 
fire on this account, the underwriters were 
asked to contribute the $10,000 to buy new 
hose with. This the underwriters refused 
to do, but they, on the contrary, passed a 
resolution informing the public unless 
the fire department is rendered efficient be- 
tore the Ist day of October, the rates of in- 
surance will on that day be advanced on all 
Cincinnati property This action was based 
upon the principle that the underwriters are 
in no way responsible for the condi of 
the fire department, but in —— their 
rates they must have regard for its efficiency. 
The resolution as at first drawn provided for 
the advancing of insurance rates B per cent, 
but the clause was stricken out. It is under- 


stood, however, that the advance will be 25.

But 
neither of the two companies wants any fight 
now when the prospects for a large and prof- 
table business are so flattering. Both roads 
will no doubt agree to such concessions ag 
will make the maintenance of rates, during 
the winter at least, possible.

had-made extensive preparations. Mr. A. R. 


Johnson; Commissioner of Emigration of 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Rail- 
road, who is well acquainted in that part of 
Dakota, was in the city yesterday, and being 
called upon by a TRIBUNE representative 
regarding the above dispatch, stated 
that as far as he knew the Government 
intends to set aside for the reservation twen- 
ty miles from north to south and forty miles 
from east to west, which would take in all 
of Devil’s Lake and deprive the settlers who 
are quite numerous on the north shore of 
their homes, Emigration, he says, has 

pouring into that section since last spring, 
and there are now from 3,000 to 5,000 Settlers 
along the north shore of Devil's Lake. Not

‘ort Toften Reservation, he says, has now all 


‘the land it needs. There are but about 250 


peaceable Indians in the Turtle Mountains, 
which are in the Fort Totten Reservation, 
and no military is necessary to watch them. 
The Government, he says, knew all along 
that the country was —.— rapidly taken up 
by settlers. and if it intended to add it to the 
reservation these people ought to have been 
prevented from going there.. He also stated 
that the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Mahitoba is 
now within twelve miles of the- lake, and in- 
tended to extend the road to the new settle- 
ments on the north shore at once. If the 
settlers are driven out the further extension 
of the road would be useless, as it could 
not be made to pay. r.

HARRISON AS A CONGRESSIONAL CAN- 
' DIDATE. 

Mr. Carter H. Harrison received yesterday 
a nomination’ for Congress in the Third Dis- 
trict at the hands of an “irregular’’ Demo- 
cratic Convention, and was given ten days in 
which to decline or accept the same. The 
convention of yesterday was. “irregular” 
because it was called by the “rump” of the 
old Congressional Committee of the Second 
District, whom the County Committee (the 
Joe Mackin crowd) have pronounced fune- 
tus officio. The County Committee proposes 
to monopolize all the machine powers on the 
Democratic side in Cook County, and will 
| hold another convention in a few days. The 
time given Mr. Harrison to decide was not 
merely due to the uncertainty whether or not 
he is willing to be a candidate against Col. 
Davis, the Republican nominee, but also to 
secure his nomination from the “regulars,” 
or patch up some agreement. it is by no 
means certain that this will follow. The 
“regulars” will nominate Sheridan in the 
Second District as the “irregulars” have 
already done, because Sheridan is the ma- 
chine candidate. But Mike MeDonald, Joe 
Mackin, and the “City-Hall gang“ do not 
want Harrison to run for Congress. They 
can make better use of him as Mayor than in 
any other capacity. Hence it is doubtful 
‘whether the regular Democratic Conven- 
tion will in this case follow the action taken 
by the irregulars unless Harrison shall is- 
sue orders for his own nomination, in which 
case the City-Halt gang would not dare to 
disobey. .~ 

Mr. Harrison’s mind seems to have been 
undergoing a gradual changé as to this Con- 
gressional nomination during the past few 
days. When he first returned to the coun- 


‘| try he declared that he would not be a candi- 


date under any circumstances. When he 
was visited by a few disaffected Republicans 
on the, West Side three or four days ago,

FCorrox vs. CORN. 

In the September number of the report of 
the condition of the eorn and other crops of 
the United States by the National Bureau of 
Agriculture there is a very interesting chap- 
ter on the value of statistics to the agricult- 


| ural interests of the United States, and we 
| arcumunt is enforced by a number of illus- 


trations. Among aher things the report 
calls attention to the fact that * Statistics 
have been useful jn reducing the overween- 
ing egotism of the cotton interest, which as- 


sumed the regency of production and the dic- 


tatorship of foreign exchange.“ 

Statistics prove that acorn crop is worth 
two or three of cotton, and that the area of 
maize lu the cotton beltexceeds the acreage 
of cotton. It is also proved that while the 
production of the fibre has been greatly en- 
larged the value of exports has been re- 
duced from 60 to 30 per cent of the volume 
of exports of agriculture. The report adds: 


„The cereals have taken the leading position . 


in export, and the products of the plebeian 
hog alone equal in value half the export of 
the patrician cottan crop.“ 

We published the other day a statement 
of. the cotton crop of the United States for 
the year ended Sept. 1, 1888, The total erop 
was 5,435,845 bales, of which there were ex- 
ported 3,505,081 bales; taken by spinners, 
1,661,206 bales; and left over 120,722 bales, 

The American cotton is confessedly the 
best in the world. It is produced at home 
on ofrown fields by our owu labor. At 
home we have cotten mills, all the machinery 
needed, and all the skilled labor. The world 
is a market for its manufactures, and great 
as is the consumption of cotton manufact- 
ures, the people who ought to be naturally 
large consumers of cotton goods have not 
yet been supplied with the quantity of such 
goods which.they will eventually demand. 
The United States furnish a large market 
for the consumption of cotton goods, but 
despite all our facilities our manufacturers 
do net produce enough to supply our 
own market, We still have to import. 
During the fiscal year 1881, we er- 
ported cotton goods te the value of 
$18,000,000, and imported cotton manufact- 
ures to the value of $81,000,000. The demand 
for cotton goods is increasing from all parts 
of the globe, but here, in the cotton fields, 
provided with all the facilities of labor and 
machinery, coal and cheap food, we are not 
ablé to produce enough cotton goods to meet 
the demands and wants of our own peop! 
We have to send abroad and buy supplies a 
an additional cost of $20,000,000 a year, The 
value of cotton manufactures produced in 
Europe and sold beyond the countries pro- 
ducmg them reaches probably $450,000,000, 
and to thissum the United States contrib- 
utes $13,000,000, and is at the same time a 
purchaser of $31,000,000. 

Out of the cottonfields we export raw cot- 
ton, the manufacture of which our law prac- 
tically prohibits, to the value of $247,000,000, 
and out of the cornfields we export in grain 
to the value of $52,000,000 and corn in the 
form of pork to the value of $105,000,000. 
The value of the corn and of the plebeian 
hog which we send away and sell is $157,000,- 
000, against $247,000,000 worth of raw cotton. 
The exports of corn and hog products and 
cotton amount to over $400,000,000 a year, 
and the value of cotton manufactures we ex- 
port is $13,000,000, which is overshadowed 
by the $31,000,000 which we import. 

There is, fortunately, so far no act of Con- 
gress which prohibits the exportation of raw 
cotton or the exportation of corn or the 
products of the hog. They are still free and 
unprotected.” The producer is at liberty to 
produce all he can and to sell his products 
for all he can get. The American corn and 
pork and raw cotton are free to find their 
way to all the markets of the world and, en- 
tering into competition with like products of 
other nations, command such sale and such 
prices as their quality may justify. 

American cotton is bought by every nation 
in Europe which is engaged in manufact- 
ures. It is manufactured by them, and after 
being converted into cloth is sent to all parts 
of the earth to the value of $450,000,000 a 
year. The laws of the United States do not, 
in effect, allow the cotton manufacturers of 
the United States to have any part or share 
in this trade. The manufacturers of all 
other nations buy their raw cotton and all 
the other materials free of tak; they are 
aided and fostered by the law. and their in- 
dustry thrives and grows with each succeed- 
ing year. But the law of the United States 
meets the raw material even before it enters 
the mill. It taxes the thin iron band which 
binds the bale of cotton; the tax-collect- 
or follows it from the door by which 
it enters the mill, and at every ma- 
nipulation, and throug every process it 
undergoes, until it is ready for sale, he col- 
lects a heavy toll, and while the cotton 
which we export leaves our shores free of 
tax to the Eurépéan mill, the cotten which 
enters the American mill comes ont so bur- 
deneg with taxes that when it is offered for 
sale the European cloth, though taxed at the 
rate of 40 per cent, can be, and is, soldin 
successful competition. As we cannot, seil 
American cotton cloth in this country.to the 
exclusion of the European, and the European 
is sold in our own market cheaper than our 
own, we cannot manufacture American cot-. 
ton goods and export them, or compete for 
the $450,000,000 of trade in cotton manufact- 
ures. which forms part of the commerce of 
the world. 

The American people are the only civilized 
people on earth who levy taxes on the ma- 
terials of cotton gooas and limit the produc- 
tion and sale of cotton manufactures to peo- 
ple residing within sight of the factory, im- 
posing on the purchasers a tax of 40 per cent 
for the privilége of buying, and, by this in- 


‘ternal tax, so increase the cost of production 


that no home-made cotton goods can be sold 
to go out of the country. 

Instead of increasing the American con- 
suinption of American cotton, aud having the 
production of American cotton goods so in- 
crease that each year the surplus production 
‘Vike that of the cornfield or the cottonfield 
will exhibit a larger and larger surpius, fur- 
nishing a 222 more extended market.

This caused à blockade of 
trains, Besides the main tracks in this tun- 
nel there is a third track belonging to the 
Harlem line. Signals were put out and the 
incoming trains were ordered to take the 
west track, whieh is outside the obstructed 
one. A local Port Chester train, owing to 
the obstruction, halted upon the Harlem 
track. In the midstof the darkness of the 
tunnel, without heed to signals or lights, if 
there were any, the Harlem train crashed 
into the rear of the Port Chester train. It 
was telescoped and crushed. A few were 
killed and many wounded, and that all were 
not killed seems almost miraculous, 

This dreadful accident which was so need- 
less has daused great indignation in New 
York against the entire management of the 
roads represented at the Grand, Central De- 
pot. The Brooklyn Eagle, commenting 
upon the disaster, says that no other great 
railroad company entering New York City 
affords such imperfect terminal facilities for 
passengers as these; that the waiting-rooms 
cannot accommodate the patrons; that in hot 
weather passengers are kept sweltering at 
the doors until it suits the caprice ef some 
underling to open them; that trains are not 
run into the depot until a few minutes be- 
fore the time to start; and that in the busi- 
ness season no pretense is made of running 
Besides these keneral 
deficiencies, the testimony befere the Cor- 
oner’s jury brings out some astonishing de- 
tails. It shows that the brakeman of the 
halting train had time enough to have gone 
back and warned the approaching Harlem 
train, but there was no brakeman on hand. 
The person acting as the rear brakeman at 
the time was the water-boy of the train! The: 
testimony of the telegraph operator of the 
Harlem line is also important, He says: 

I heid the New Haven irom 8:49 to 8:56, when 
[ received asigaal and sent it on, and noted we 
leaving-time in the office, and reported t 
Eighty-sixth and One-Hundred-and- Tenth 
street. I had a number of train reports that I

I ran out to lower m 
flag. but the rain had twisted the rope, and 
oguid not put it out before tne trai un- 
der my station. I telegraphed Bighty-oixth 
street to stop ber, and received answer, Krake- 
men will stop der.“ I didnot put out my flag 
after the New Haven train on accouat of busi- 
to the main track. 

This operator further declared that 198 
trains passed his office per day, and that at 
the time the rapid transit came along he was 
very nervous and excited, and it will occasion 
no wonder when we learn that his hands 
were full of train reports which must be got 
in to the dispatcher and signals that mist be 
got oot 98 that the person upon whom all | 
this respohsibility devolved and who had 198 
trains under his supervision was a boy of 
eighteen years of age, who was thus doing 
the duty of three or four men. This lad has 
been held to bail by the Coroner, and the 
water-boy who was acting as brakeman 
has also been held to bail to await the action 
of the grand jury! Is not this child’s play? 
Why are not officials higher up than boys 
held responsible for this slaughter? The 
employé may be legally responsible for fail- 
ure to perform his duty, but who is responsi- 
ble for the employer who placed this boy- 
operator on duty and overworked him until 
he was so nervous and excited he did not 
know what he was about? It is apparent 
from the testimony before the Coroner that 
the mapagement during this blockade was 
simply atrocious, but are boys to be held re- 
spensibie for it ?

CURIOSITIES OF DIPLOMACY. 

The Russian Foreign Office has recently 
produced a Diplomatic Study of the Cri- 
mean War,” under the direction of Prince 
Gortschakoff, and from the pen of Baron 
Jominl. The Crimean war is already a mat- 
ter of history with which the public is. fa- 
millar, but the diplomatic intrigues which 
usually precede a great war are rarely known 
to the public, though nothms could be more 
interesting or amusing than the plottings of 
these wily individuals to circumvent one 
another, The Diplomatic Study of the Ori- 
mean War” is not deficient in these elements 
of entertainment, and, as it comes from 
official sources, reliance may be placed upon 
the statements. First and foremost, it will 
be of interest to know that the Crimean war 
grew out of a determination on the part of 
Lord Palmerston to humble Russia and bring 
her down from the high position she held 
after her intervention in Hungary, joined to 
the desire of Louis Napoleon to fight some- 
where for the sake of glory, and to ally him- 
self to England for the sake of respectabil- 
ity. Prior to the outbreak of the war RKus- 
sia attempted a smart ‘trick. Prince Men- 
schikoff was sent to Constantinople with in- 
structions, and sham copies of them were 
furnished him to give to the other represent- 
atives, but unfortunately the English Goy- 
ernmént procured a copy of the real instrac- 
tions and exhibited them to Baron Brunnow, 
who had been arguing upon the strength of 
the ostensible onés. This was not the only 
time Russia wes caught. The King of Prus- 
sia, having upon one occasion assured the 
Russian Minister of his good will, and, in cer- 
tain circumstances, of his support. the Rus- 
sian Cabinet made a note of it and sent it in 
a dispatch which the Russian Minister was 
ordered te convey to the King of Prussia. 
It never got further, however, than the 
Prussian Minister of Foreign Affairs, who re- | 
fused to present it and coolly notified the 
Kussian Minister that private expressions of 
good will were not tantamount to promises 
ot assistance. Gortschakoff seemed to be 
peculiarly unfortunate, for when he was 
Russian Minister at Vienna he was anxious | 
to know ata critical moment whether Austria 
had ea secret treaty with the allies, and 
plumpty asked the Austrian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs if such were the case, to which 
the latter cunningly replied that he was not 
at liberty to say. and to this day Go 
xoff has not obtained the information 
much desired.

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AMERICAN DIVORCE LAWS. 

While the subject of international agree- 
ment upon marriage laws is attracting con- 
siderable and serious ‘attention, it is perhaps 
still more important for the American peo- 
ple that some common system of divorce 
laws should be provided for this country. 
lt is notorious. that the divorce shysters of 
large cities undertake to procure legal and 
binding separations for non-residents, with- 


‘out publicity and without cause. The frauds 


committed in this line have become so 
numerous and so flagrant in New York City 
that the local bar association is doing every- 
thing in its power to root out the per- 
nicions practice. In this and other cities 
eases are constantly coming up to set aside 
fraudulent divorces, procured frequently 
without even the knowledge of the 
man or woman who has been the victim 
of the proceedings. . Certain Territorial 
divorces have come to be treated as fraudu- 
lent on their face. Divorces by connivance 
between men and their wives who have sim- 
ply got tired Of living with each other are 
common. There have been many cases in 
which second marriages have been declared 
void by the courts, and great misery thereby 
entailed on Innocent parties, by reason of 
the fraudulent character of a previous sepa- 
ration assumed by one of the contracting 
parties at least to have been valid. It is not 
the latitude allowed in certain States nor the 
intolerance of the laws of other States which 
is responsible for the manifold injustice in- 
eident to the divorcees of the United States; 
but itis the want of agreement, the total | 
absence of harmony, between the laws of 
the various States which leads to so much 
confusion and hardship. It would be better 
to have a uniform system, even if it were too 
ifberal or too contracted, than the perplex- 
ing variety of laws.in the different States. 

Apropos of this subject a writer in the 
New York Herajd has recently summarized 
the divorce laws of the several States. The 
showing will be astonishing to those who 
have given the subject no thought. It is not 
necessary to go over the details of all the 
laws, many of which are repulsive, but only 
to point out the inconsistencies, in order to 
illustrate the abuses of the present system. 
In Kentucky there are sixteen enumerated 
“causes”? for divorce; in New York only 
six; in South Carolina divorce is not sanc- 
tioned By the laws at all, though in that State 
a man may légaliy provide for his mistress. 
In Connecticut the law establishes as legal 
ground for divorce “such misehief or mis- 
behavior as permanentiy destroys happiness 
and defeats the purposes of marriage,” 
a generalization which, in effect, enables a 
discontented husband or wife to get rid of a 
matrimonial partner at any time without re- 
gard to the rights of the other. In several 
States discretionary power is given to the 
Judges of the courts. In some States crime 
or sexual immorality before marriage con- 
stitutes ground for divorce; in other States 
not. In most States both the parties are per- 
mitted to marry again, butin others the of- 
fending party is forbidden to remarry. In 
some States divorced parties may resume 
marital reiations without going through any 
new ¢eremony; in others there ean be no re- 
marriage ot divorced parties without special 
license. ‘These are a few of the dis- 
crepancies in the divorce laws of 
the different States which aceount for 
the humerous conflicts. The practice in 
Illindis is exceedingly favorable to divorce, 
as the law reports of the daily papersof Chi- 
cago stffficiently attest. Eight causes are 
specified by the statute—impotence, bigamy, 
adultery, desertion, babitual drunkenness, 
attetipt tipon life, extreme cruelty, convic- 
tion of felony—but the Judges are given con- 
siderable discretion, especiaily in case of the 
non-appearance of the defendant.

A DEADLY SALUTHS. 
PREMATUR® EXPLOSION OF Two een 
Sprctal Disvatch to The Chicago Tribu 

New York, Sept. 25.—While a responsive 
salute to the French frigate Minerve and the 
ram Chassen was being fired from Castle 
William, on Governor’s Island, this morning, 
two of the thirty-two-pound guns discharged 
prematurely, inflicting terrible injuries upon 
four men and slightly wounding two others. 
Two of the most badly hurt died during the 
day, and a third is not expected to live. The 
French frigate “steamed Slowly past Gov- 
ernor’s Isiand at about 8 o’elock. As she ap- 
proached Castle William she fired the national 
salute of twenty-one guns. In pursuance of 
custom and orders, three gun detachments of 
the Fifth United States Artillery, under com- 
mand of Second Lieutenant S. F. Massey, at 
once set about returning the salute. In the 
second tier of the time-worn castle is a bat- 
tery of twenty thirty-two-pound smooth-bore 
guns, all of whieh were ready for the salute. 
Each gun was manned by six soldiers. In 
firing the salute of twenty-one guns the 
twenty guns of the battery are. discharged 
successively, ten. seconds intervening be- 
tween each discharge, and for the twenty- 
first gun one of the pieces first discliarged is 
fired a second time, 


IN ORDER THAT THERE SHOULD BE NO 
MISTAKE 
in the firing of the twenty-first gun, Lieut. 
Massey ordered that guns Oue, two, and three 
be reloaded immediately after they had been 
first fired. Just after the seventh gun had 
been fired, and while the hd cartridges 
were being driven into Nos. 1 3, the 
former suddenly discharged, blowing the 
ramrod, together with shattered bits ot the 
arms and hands of the two cannoneers, out 
into the harbor. Three or four 
simultaneously with the firing o 
gun, No.8 also belched forth itscharge, which 
had on! been partially rammed down the 
bore. There were shrieks of v, and the 
four tcannoneers fell to the floor, terribly 
wounded, while the two gunners whose 
thumbs had been severely burned in spite of 
the buckskin “stalls” which er wore 
wrung their hands in mute suffer The 
discipline of the service 1 the 
firing of the salute should be completed in 
proper order, and therefore much less ex- 
citement was manifested over the accidents 
than there would have been had the bystand- 
ers been civilians. The wounded men were 
quickly picked up by their comrades and car- 
ried to the post hospital, 
PRIVATE JEAN MATT, 
who was acting as cannoneer ot gun 8, was 
frightfully mabgled and distigured, and he 
died about ten minutes after explosion. 
He was barely breathing when he reached the 
hospital. His right hand was blown off, 
there was a compound comminuted fracture 
of the right arm, a fracture of 2 ee right side 
of the jaw, a dislocation of the collar-bone, 
and a complete separation 9 Bott the first ten ribs 
from their cartillages. th eyes were 
completely destroyed, and the poor man’s 
face was disfigured beyond reeognition.

The Ex-Secretary of the Interior Pays 
Mis Respects to the Ex-Secretary of 
State. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Sept. A. Today I received Tun 
Cuicaco Tripune of the 19th containing a 
long interview, in which Mr. Blaine responds 
to some remarks about Him as a civil-service 
reformer which appeared some time ago in 
the Evening Post, with a column or two of 
personal abuse directed against me. The 
abuse being of the old Gall Hamiltonian pat- 
tern, and somewhat stale, calls for no reply. 
Neither am I in the least disposed to enter 
into a dispute with Mr. Blaine as to whether 
he or I was more faithful to the principles of 
civil-service reform while in office. In fact 
I should not take notice of the matter at all 
but for a rather amusing circumstance, more 
amus even than such a dispute would be. 
Xr. Blaine is known to be of a very dra- 
matic disposition, and It is his characteristic 
method, whenever he feels himself attacked, 
to defend himself by an assault upon the ac- 
cuser, aud thus to entertain and divert the 
“public by the spectacle of a lively fight be- 
tween individuals, So in this instance. Mr. 
Blaine was sure that the article in the Even- 
ing Post which reflected upon him was from 
the pen of Mr. Schurz, who is, as Mr. Blaine 
sweepingly remarks, of ali men, “ studious- 
ly ana gratuitously offensive in all he says.” 
Mr. Blaine identified the hand of his antago- 
nist beyond doubt, and then he sallied forth 
in his characteristic style.

The victim was John Bishop, a boy 
nearly 15 years old, and the attending physician 
was Dr. F. L. Crandeil, No. 269 North avenue, 
who gives the duration of the discase as tweive 
days. Dr. Crandell seems to have forgotten—in 
case he knew, ali along that it wus small-pox— 
that he was obliged to report such a case to the 
Heaith Office in order that the community may 
be protected.

SHELTER SHEDS. 

Complaint has been made that the erection of 
a frame building by Crane Bros. on the north 
side of Fulton street, between Desplaines and 
Union streets, is in violation of the building 
ordinance. The firm, however, bas a building 
— 8 issued Sept. 8, 188%, authorizing them to 

ulld a prame — eighty feet front. 
thirty feet deep, and twenty feet high, on the 
above-menuoned premises. Sec. 1, of the 
revised ordinances, relating to sheiter-sheds, is 
as follows: 

“Sbelter-sheds may be constructed, having 
incombuatibie rooting, not over twenty feet 
high from the ground to the b ~ ey point of 
the roof, the root to be supported on siflicient 
posts or piers. Such sbeds shall dave mo in- 
closing walls or wooden tioors.”’ 

The build now in progress of construction, 
which Crane Brothers say is to be used for the 
sto of iron pipe, is a substantial-lboking 
structure, e front is not inclosed, but the 
west and north sides are boarded up to the higut 
of about eight feet. The workmen say it is to 
have a tar roof.

FINANCIAL, 


The money market is becoming sensibly closer. 
Many even of tne larger banks have their dis- 
count lines peariy as higu as they care to have 
them, and report no more money at 6 per cent 
for the present. The range, howevé@?, may still 
be quoted at 6@8 per cent, with upward tend- 
ency. The drains last week from country cor- 
respondents were very heavy, coming from 
nearly all the towns and cities west and north- 
west of Chicago. All that seat acceptable offer- 
ings were fully supplied, and today there ap- 
pears to bo a lull in all except the orders for 
currency., These are large; but we hear of no 
increase on those of the past week. The wants 
of city customers are moderate. 

New York exchange between banks is in fair 
supply at Ge per $1,000 discount; to cus- 
tomers, pur. 

The bank clearings were $8,800,000. 

The New York stock market, instead of the 
doom that was anticipated even by many shrewd 
operators, opene 1 dull and feverish. It was ir- 
regular, and at best mainly a broker's market. 
Not half a dozen properties were able to bold 
the opening price to the close. The bears had 
the floor, and they bammered down nearly the 
entire list from K to about 3 per cent. The 
range generally in the shrinkage was from 4 to 
l and 1%.

Twelve ears of corn, aggregating a weight of 
26 ibs, were received yesterday from Nashville 
(by Mathews & Ball). Tne sender says Tennes- 
see will bave 50,000,000 bu of corn to sell off this 
crop, and that plenty of it will be ready to grade 
by the middle of October. 

It was remarked yesterday that no one but a 
genuine philanthropist would ship wheat at 
present prices, when he couid make 305 per 
bu more by eellingiton the Chicago market.

Primitive methods, in vogue here up 
to a dozen years ago, are replaced by 
the best system of flue-curing, and the qual- 
ity of the tobacco, always high, bas increased 
remarkably with the attention given to its 
preparation.

Warren, and Franklin—produces the famous 
„yellow leaf.“ which fetches in the markets 
the highest prices, sales having been repeat- 
edly made of lots of exceptional fineness at 
$3 and 34 per pound. These are distinctively 
bright wrappers,” rivaling satin in sheen 
and fineness. Until 1877 it was thought that 
in this particular district they could only be 
grown, but the discovery was then made that 
on the mountain sides beyond the Blue 
Ridge from Abbeville, N. C., to the Tennes- 
see line, tobacco equal in fineness to any ever 
seen, and of the “bright” variety, could be 
easily produced. The result was that bill 
sides, so steep as to be useless as farming 
jJands, rose in value from cents an acre to 
850, Today that country is tast becomu a 
vast tobaceo farm, its product being eagerly 
sought after.

On account of 
last year’s unparalleled drouth the crop of 
tobacco was a heavy green, dark, unripe 
article, yet lacking that gummy substance 
which forms an important feature ln good 
tobacco. The tobacco of this crop is exceed- 
ingly bright, with a leaf of fuli size, good 
texture and body, and bids fair to be one of 
the best crops ever raised in the State. 
Growers are curing and housing the crop 
very rapidiy, the cooler nights already warn- 
ing them to be on the alert for frosts. This 
applies to all the belt of land lying between 
Henderson, Durham, and the Virginia 
border up to Danville.
